To  the.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Street  Urban  District  Council 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1967,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers'  Regulations,  1959,  and  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular,  1/68. 

The  vital  statistics  again  give  a  picture  of  a  flourishing,  vigorous  town 
with  twice  as  many  births  as  deaths,  birth  and  death  lates  better  than  the  County 
and  National  averages  and  no  maternal  mortality*  There  was  a  marked  fall  in  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  respiratory  disease  and  only  one  death  occurred  from  accidento 

No  cases  of  major  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  which 
was  however  a  peak  year  for  measles. 

An  account  is  given  of  the  work  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  in  the  town, 
by  kind  permission  of  the  Director,  but  due  to  the  change  over  to  the  computer  system 
at  County  Hall  for  the  recording  of  vaccinations  and  immunisations,  figures  are  no 
longer  available  for  the  number  of  these  latter  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Improvements  continued  to  be  maintained  on  the  environmental  side  as  out¬ 
lined  by  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  valuable  contribution  to  this 
Report  and  it  will  be  seen  that  further  changes  are  envisaged  over  the  matter  of  the 
Sewage  Works,  and  Old  People1  s  housing, 

I  am  most  grateful  to  Mr ,Whitby  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  at  all 
times  and  also  to  the  Clerk,  other  Officers  of  the  Council,  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committee  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  for  their  continued  support-,

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1967 

(The  figures  in  general  are  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made). 


Population 


The  rise  in  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  was  250  and 
there  were  more  than  twice  as  many  births  as  deaths. 

Births 

Live  Births  -  totalled  2  less  than  in  the  previous  year  but  the  Corrected 
Birth  Rate  was  again  better  than  the  County  or  National  rates.  Illegitimate 
births  dropped  by  2,  and  the  percentage  of  these  was  about  half  the  general  County 
rate. 

Still  Births  -  dropped  to  1  compared  with  4  in  1966,  giving  a  Stillbirth 
Rate  approximately  hall  the  Somerset  and  England  and  Wales  rates. 


Deaths 

All  ages  —  fell  by  21  compared  with  the  previous  year,  giving  improved  death 
rates  lower  than  the  County  and  National  averages. 

Infant  deaths  -  rose  by  1  giving  raised  Infant  Mortality,  Neonatal  Mortality 
Early  Neonatal  and  Perinatal  Mortality  rates. 

Maternal  Mortality  -  no  women  died  in  the  District  as  a  result  of 
pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Death 

Cardio -Vascular  Diseases  -  with  37  deaths,  occupied  first  place  as  the 
largest  single  group  of  diseases  causing  death  in  the  District,  but  with  11  less 
deaths  than  in  1966.  Of  these  Coronary  and  Other  Heart  Diseases  caused  16  deaths 
as  did  Vascular  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

Cancer  -  took  second  place  with  13  deaths,  one  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  as  regards  site,  it  will  be  seen  that  Lymphatic  and  Other  Malignant 
Neoplasms  accounted  for  6  deaths,  lung  cancer  for  3  deaths,  breast  cancer  for  2  and 
cancer  of  womb  for  1. 

Respiratory  Diseases  —  deaths  from  these  dropped  from  13  in  1966  to  5  this 
year,  pneumonia  accounting  for  4  deaths  and  bronchitis  for  the  other. 

Accidents  -  were  the  cause  of  1  death  and  this  involved  a  motor  vehicle.

From  the  5  Year  Table,  the  2~year  periodicity  of  measles  will  be  seen 
which,  it  is  hoped,  in  the  future  will  be  eliminated  by  the  effects  of  measles 
vaccination.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  all  food  premises  during  the 
year  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  a  general  improvement  and  a  greater  under¬ 
standing  of  the  need  for  food  hygiene  amongst  the  traders,  A  larger  quantity 
of  frozen  food  has  been  condemned  this  year  due  to  breakdown  of  refrigeration 
equipment,

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  irrigation  sprays  installed  last  year  have  contributed  to  an 
improvement  in  the  effluent  and  the  Council  has  agreed  to  supplement  the  system 
in  the  next  year. 

The  Council  has  agreed  to  appoint  a  Consultant  to  advise  on  the 
desirability  of  either  improving  the  present  works  or  linking  in  with  the  Borough 
of  Glastonbury*  s  disposal  works.  He  will  also  advise  on  the  efficiency  of  the 
present  system  of  sewers ?  in  the  light  of  the  growth  of  the  town. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 


(a)  Green  Bank  Swimming  Pool  -  is  still  a  well  used  amenity  of  the 
town  and  frequent  inspections  have  shown  that  the  Pool  was 
maintained  to  a  high  standard.
